THE death of ‘happy and intelligent’ 
16-year-old Adil Basharat has sent 
shockwaves through South North- 
amptonshire. 

On Friday morning, Adil, from Milton 
Keynes, was attacked outside Kingsbrook 
School, Deanshanger, where he was 
studying politics and business. 

He died on Sunday in Milton Keynes 
Hospital, two weeks before his 17th birth- 
day. 

An impromptu and moving tribute was 
paid to him on Sunday evening by dozens 
of people on the green in Stratford Road, 
where friends lit candles and set off 
Chinese lanterns. 

Several Facebook groups have been set 
up for people to leave messages of condo- 
lence, with one group having more than 
4,000 people. 

A sixth form friend of Adil, Umit Kavia, 
17, said that Adil, or Dilly as he was 
known, was hugely popular. 

He said: “He had loads of friends. It dis- 
gusts me, he didn’t have a bad bone in his 
body. 

“Our thoughts are with him and his 
family, no person should have to see their 
child buried, especially in that way.” 

Joseph Hooper, 17, grew up with Adil. 
He said: “I think he would have said about 
this that you need to value your lives, 
because you never know when you can 
lose it. He was a happy guy, he always 
cheered you up when you were upset. He 
didn’t take anything seriously. 

“If you were happy it was because of 
him.” 

His friends said Adil wanted to go to 
university after school, and eventually 
become an accountant.

Pamela Hutchison, headteacher of 
Kingsbrook School which Adil attended, 
said: “Adil was a charming and charismat- 
ic young man. 

“He was supportive of his peers when 
they were going through difficult times, 
he always had a hug and a grin. He will be 
missed by those he was closest to, to 
those he just touched with a smile.” 

Andrea Leadsom, the local MP for South 
Northamptonshire has also paid tributes 
to Adil. She said: “I am appalled and 
shocked to hear of the death of Adil 
Basharat, student at Kingsbrook in 


Deanshanger. My heart goes out to his 
family, his friends, his school and to the 
local community.

A new manager was recently appointed and in 
August, their bank had written to the company 
demanding a doubling of the security, while also 
cutting their overdraft. The company had never 
defaulted on any of its payments. 


Mr Hillery said: “I originally called his office to tell 
him about our situation. When he heard our story he 
asked if he could use the information, and we let 
him. Although it has not helped us directly, and we 
have now changed our bank, I’m glad he is doing his 
job as our local MP.” 

Mr Binley called on Chancellor George Osborne to 
do more to end these unacceptable bank practices 
which undermine the Government's growth strate- 
gy, during Treasury Questions in the House of 
Commons last week. 

Mr Binley said: “I didn’t expect the Chancellor to 
say much but he did say businesses should not be 
treated like this, which was very good.” 


Councillor against 
M1 wind farm plan

A COUNCILLOR has said she is against a proposed 
wind farm, as it may cause accidents on the nearby M1. 
The site, to the east of Roade, is being managed by 
Wind Prospect Developments Limited which is invit- 
ing local people to a public exhibition at Roade Bowls 
Club on Wednesday, December 1, to look at the plans. 
South Northants Cllr Sally Townsend said: “I would 
be against these proposals. Positioning these wind 
farms so close to the M1 may cause people to slow 
down, and there are enough accidents as it is. 

“I don’t think wind farms have a good carbon foot- 
print, as they are built elsewhere and transported in. 
They also produce enough energy to justify the 
blight on the landscape.” 


Wind Prospect Developments Limited say the pur- 
pose of the exhibition is to allow locals to hear the 
benefits of such a farm, before submitting a formal 
application at the site in early 2011. 

Alastair Smith, development and planning manag- 
er at WPDL, said: “An enormous amount of work has 
gone into the identification and evaluation of this 
site, but whilst most people welcome the growth of 
renewable energy, we recognise that some people 
have concerns about a wind farm in their local envi- 
ronment. 

“We are therefore keen to learn the views of the 
local people and to answer any questions that they 
may have. 

“In addition to the exhibition, we will also send a 
newsletter to all residents within 3km of the pro- 
posed site.”

The council has been out 
gritting the roads this week 
in preparation for the cold 
snap. 

Cllr Heather Smith, cabi- 
net member for transport, 
minerals and waste, said: 
“The use of gritting salt is 
by far one of the best tools 
any local authority has for 
dealing with severe winter 
weather and keeping the 
road network open. 

“However, I think there is 
sometimes a misconcep- 
tion that it is a magic treat- 
ment that can halt any- 
thing nature has to throw at 
us. 

“The truth is that while 
salt undoubtedly speeds up 
the thawing process and 
can make a very big differ- 
ence, its effectiveness is 
very much reduced at tem- 
peratures below minus 5C. 

“Also, where roads have 
been snow-ploughed it is 
also very beneficial to the 
thawing process but simply 
spreading it on uncleared 
roads is not so effective in 
melting the snow.”

Royal wedding boost 
tor shop set to close 


NOT many shops have an affinity with 
the community they are based in - 
With the rise in chain stores appear- 
ing in high streets across the land, the 
few family-owned businesses are to 
be cherished. 

Northampton has a wealth of inde- 
pendent retailers, none more popular 
than Church's China, on St Giles Street. 

One of the UK’s longest established 
china and glass retailers, it was found- 
ed in 1848 by Thomas Church, in 
Devizes in Wiltshire. 

After 15 years of successful trading, 
the business moved to Northampton, 
where it has been ever since. 

During the business's proud history, 
the shop has been based predomi- 
nantly around the Market Square up 
until 1996 when it moved to its current 
location. 

But times are tough, and in the next 
few months the shop doors will close, 
potentially for the last time in 
Northampton. 

The rent for the large building is too 
much for the company and despite 
negotiations with Northampton 
Borough Council, it has announced 
the shop will be shutting. 

“The business itself is strong,” said 
Stephen Church, who now runs the 
shop. 

“The landlord has been very helpful 
in the negotiations, but it’s just not 
possible to stay here at the moment, 
with the rent and rates, to run a viable

business. If we open another shop it 
will have to be in the right town, in the 
right street, with the right rent and 
rates. 

“The saddest aspect is how it will 
affect our staff whose jobs and liveli- 
hoods are under threat. 

“They have always been like family 
and the way they look after our busi- 
ness is part of the reason we have had 
the success we have had.” 

Last week the announcement of the 
Royal engagement between Prince 
William and Kate Middleton gave the 
company an opportunity to show its 
strength in the modern day market, in 
a twist of fate. 

As a specialist in royal event gifts - it 
has been making them for more than 
100 years - the shop was the centre ofa 
media storm. 

One of the oldest China shops in the 
land had harnessed the latest internet 
technology to prepare for such an 
event, using their website theukgift 
company.co.uk. 

“Without being too technical, we 
have used search engine positioning, 


which means that when you type in 
royal wedding gifts into Google our 
website comes up at the top,” said Mr 
Church. 

As the royal announcement broke 
last week, Mr Church was flooded with 
requests from media outlets around 
the world for interviews. 

He said: “We have had a lot of interest 
in what we are doing, and there is no 
doubt this will be the biggest royal 
event since the marriage of Charles 
and Diana in 1981. 

“We already have a large order 
for wedding gifts internationally, 
particularly from America and Japan 
where the fairy-tale aspect is appeal- 
ing. 

“Tt is an area that we will be specialis- 
ing more and more in the future 
and we are already seeing interest 
in the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee in 
2012.” 

Although the future of Church's 
China may not lie in St Giles street, it is 
clear that the history of one of 
Northampton’s most treasured retail- 
ers is set to live, online.

A HIGH profile money saving 
team has been set up to save 
Northamptonshire and Cam- 
bridgeshire taxpayers mil- 
lions of pounds.

Light changes to ease congestion 


TRAFFIC congestion around a busy 
roundabout should be alleviated by 
changes to the temporary traffic lights 
which have been put in place while 
roadworks are being done. 

Changes are being made to the controls 
at the junction of Bedford Road and 
Cliftonville Road in Northampton to 
improve traffic flow during peak hours. 

Major roadworks are currently taking 
place on the A45 which are aimed at 
reducing congestion, improving bus reli- 
ability and reducing journey times 
between Wellingborough and Earls 
Barton into Northampton. 

The changes are: 


Hf No right turn out of Cliftonville Road 
on to Bedford Road, making travelling 
times on Bedford Road much quicker. 
However, incoming town traffic on 
Bedford Road will still be able to turn 
right into Cliftonville Road. 

M@ During peak hours there will be no 
traffic signals on Bedford Road for traffic 
coming into Northampton, with traffic 
reduced to a single lane. However, there 
will still be a signal controlling inbound 
traffic turning right into Cliftonville 
Road. 

These will be in force until the tempo- 
rary traffic signals are removed on 
December 3.

THE latest improvements _ to

A NEW history book about the 
county has hit the bookshelves 
and its author hopes everyone 
will drink it in. 

A History of Hostelries in 
Northamptonshire has been writ- 
ten by the prolific author Peter 
Hill (pictured), who is from Great 
Oakley, near Corby, and has writ- 
ten a number of historical books, 
including Secret Northampton- 
shire and Folklore of North- 
amptonshire. 

The inspiration for his latest 
work came ten years ago when he 
was a lecturer. 

His students asked him if there 
was a book about the history of 
the pubs in the county and he 
said there was not but agreed one 
should be written.

The Green Apple 
Environment Award is being 
presented to the authority 
today in the House of 
Commons. 

Its transport and highways 
department was given the 
honour for the work being 
carried out in disposing of 
waste from roadside gullies in 
an environmentally friendly 
way. 

Due to its composition, 
waste removed from the par- 
ticular area is typically sent to 
landfill but, with increasing 
landfill tax rates, this is 
becoming more and more 
expensive. 

The council's proposed solu- 
tion is to provide a de-water- 
ing facility which reduces the 
volume of waste required to 
be disposed of, with the liquid 
being discharged through the 
existing sewerage system.

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When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 


So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 


Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 


There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 


¢ Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 


¢ Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 


¢ Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 


¢ Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 


¢ Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the No1 area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 


Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 


If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 


Other skills 


Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 


Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 


References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
“Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 


A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 


The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 


¢ Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 


¢ Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 


¢ Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 


¢ Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 


A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview.
